I have been studying for some 
time the subject of water bap- 
tism and the Lord’s Supper tor 
ibe church in this age, and alo 
the subject of ‘“‘ssparation”’ vf 
God’s people from the _ world, 
and the “unity of believers”. ~ 

In Matthew 28:19, 20, we read, 
“Go ye therefore, and teach all 
mations, baptizing them in ihs 
mame of the Father, and of th- 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost: 
Teaching them to observe 11 
things whatsoever I have com- 
gnanded you: and, lo, I am with 
you alway, even unto the end 
of the world.’ There isn’t any- 
guestion but that the baptism 
commanded in Matthew 28:19, 
is water baptism. MEN are com- 
manded here to baptize, and no 
cne can baptize with the Ho.y 
Spirit except God the Father cr 
God the Son, who are one. 


This baptizing with water wus 
for both Jews and Gentiles, ‘all 
mations’, as we see in Matthew 
28:19, 20; Luke 24:47-49; Acts 
1:8. We note that they were to 
begin at “Jerusalem, and in ail 
Judea, and in Samaria, and un-‘o 
the uttermost part of the earth’ 
(Acts 1:8). We note also that 
God’s presence was to be with 
them in this blessed work ‘‘untoe 
the end of the world’ (age). 
Matthew 28:20. The worl 


“world’’ here means “age”. 
Christ was talking about the 
church age, and it has not 


come to an end yet. This command ; 
was carried out during the en- 
tire remaining period of Bible 
history as the record is. given 
to us. It is true that they baptized 
in the name of the Son, but the 
Father, Son and Holy Spirit are 
one; hence they were following 
the command when they used 
only the name of the Son, 

I find no place in the Bible 
wheré’ we are taught not to bap- 
tize in water. In the light of 
Gods Word any teaching against 
water baptism will not stand the 
test. 

The Lord’s Supper is also com- 
manded by the Lord Jesus Chris!. 
and the command is repeated by 
the apostle Paul (Matthew 26° 
26-28; I Corinthians 11:23-29). 
and there is no place in the 
Bible that teaches that we arr 
to discontinue the Lord’s Supper 
while our Lord is away. “For as 
often as ye eat this bread, and 
drink this cup, ye do shew the 
Lord’s death till he come”. (I 
Cor. 11:26). 

I have observed that peop'e 
who refuse water baptism and 
the Lord’s Supper, and call them- 
selves a separated people gener- 
ally lose their spiritual power, 
their interest in soul winning, 
and in prayer. “The tendency i3 
to become self-centered and e!*- 
satisfied. This being true, as I 
have observed, they win very few 
people to faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and many will even con- 
tend that it is not our mission 
to lead people to exercise faith in 
the Lord Jesus Christ and to 
make public profession*of faith 
in Him. The spirit filled person 
will witness for our Lord and 
persuade pecple (Acts 1:8). 


It is also true that a group of 
people who do not practice water 
baptism, the Lord’s Supper, and 
do not take a name become a 


strictest sect. 


Another observation that I have 
nade is that many who spend 
much time teaching about “unit; 
in tke. body of Christ’? do nut 
practice what they teach. For I 
find more -divisions, different 
doctrines and theories among, the 
I do in most denominations. “t 
so-called ‘“‘separated’’ people than 
is true that many preachers wiiv 
preach separation from sects aai 
unity of the believers do not 
themselves agree on many fun- 
damental teachings of the Bioale, 
and yet these preachers work to- 
gether but refuse to work wih 
or have fellowship with other 
eurnest spirit-filled, soul-winnins 
preachers of the gospel. One of 
the unity brethren will contend 
that the body of Christ started 
at Pentecost, and another will 
cay it started late in the life of 
Paul. One will say that Matthew 
28:19 is water baptism and 
another will say it is Holy Spirii 
taptism. One will say we have 
the “New Covenant’’ today, and 
another will say we have no 
covenant. Likewise these ‘“sep- 
arated’’, “unity’ brethren differ 
about the teaching concerning 
deacons, elders, Sunday school, 
the security of the believer and 
etc. But with all these divisions 
they teach and claim unity, an‘1 
eondemn divisions among other 
people. 


Many of the so-callei separated 
reople go from one false doctriue 
to another. For example they 
teach that water baptism and th: 
Lord’s Supper are pot for the 
church today, and to try and es- 
tablish this theory many have 
come to teach that we as saved

Lose all their guilty stains: 


“The dying thief rejoiced to see 

That fountain in his day; 

And there may I, though wile 
as he, 

Wash all my sins away:’’ 

As they sang it, the Spirit of 
God moved on people's hearts and 
tears flowed freely. When the 
people took the blood-red grape 
juice, picturing the blood of the 
Saviour poured out for us when 
He was érucified, one saintly 
woman, seventy-nine years old, 
sipped the emblem and then with 
calm fervor said aloud, ‘Praise 
the Lord!” 

I felt that way, too, and I said 
that any who felt like praising 
the Lord aloud for the crucified 
Saviour and our hope in Him 
might say so. All over the con- 


gregation people quietly said, 
first one, then another, then 
another, “Praise the Lord!” 


“Praise the Lord’’! 

How thankful we ought to be 
for those two blessed pictures 
God has given us to remind us of 
the death of Christ. Baptism pic- 
tures His burial and His resur- 
rection, and the Lord’s Supper 
pictures how His body was abused, 
beaten, and broken for us 
and how His blood was poured 
out on Calvary for the sins of 
the whole world. 

Great Spiritual Blessing in the 
Lord’s Supper. 


The Lord’s Supper too often 
has been merely a subject af 
eontroversy. Oftentimes Baptist 
people have been more interested 
in keeping others from taking 
the Lord’s Supper than they were 
in getting the real spiritual mean- 
ing of the blessed memorial Sup- 
per themselves. I believe there 


has been too much argument 
over “Open Communion,” and 
“Qlose Communion’ and not 


enough Spirit-filled preaching on 
the death of Christ. 

Certainly I believe that many 
people have no right to take the 
Lord’s Supper. I Corinthians 11: 
27-30 plainly teaches that it is 
a wicked and dangerous thing 
to take the Lord’s Supper with 
the wrong attitude of mind and 
heart. 

‘“‘Wherefore whosoever shall 
eat this bread, and drink this 
cup of the Lord, unworthily, 
shall be guilty of the body and 
blood of the Lord. 28. But let 
a man examine himself, and so 
let him eat of that bread, and 
drink of that cup. 29. For he 
that eateth and drinketh un- 
worthily, eateth and drinketh 
damnation to himself, not dis- 
cerning the Lord's body. 30. 
For this cause many are weak 


and sickly among you, and 
many sleep.” 
The above scripture teaches 


that sickness and trouble follow- 
ed the Christians at Corinth who 
took of the Lord’s Supper un- 
worthily. I believe that any Chris- 
tian who is in open disobedience 
to the will of God, whether about 
scriptural baptism, about a 
grudge against his neighbor, 
about a filthy habit or any 
other matter of sin and rebel- 
lion, had better examine himself 
very carefully before he takes 
the Lord’s Supper. It is my busi- 
ness to teach what the Bible says 


it and urge people to examine 
themselves, as Paul urged. upon 
the Christians at Corinth. Be- 
cause one is a church member, 
or a Baptist, is no reason his 
heart is in condition to take the 
Lord’s Supper worthily. 


But I am sure that there ought 
to be,far more attention given 
to the spiritual meaning of the 
Supper itself. When one takes the 
Lord’s Supper it ought not to 


mean “I am a good Baptist’ nor 
even “I love my brethren.” On 
the contrary, it ought to mean “I 


on the question and I do teach | 


am meditating and remembering 
the death of Christ. I am con- 
sidering again how He suffered 
for me, how he loved me. I am 
gratefully thanking Him, as [ 
remember that His blood, poured 
out for me, is the only hope that 
I or any other poor sinner can 
have of a home in Heaven.” That 
is the meaning of the Lord’s Sup- 
per, and Jesus said “this do in 
rememberance ef me.’’ 

The effect of the service on 
many individuals was remarkable. 
One woman had planned to with- 
hold from the Lord the tithe 
that she had premised Him. There 
had been sickness and extra ex- 
pense, and ‘all of the pay check 
was needed,,she felt, for current 
bills. The morning offering had 
already passed and she had not 
done what,.in her heart, she felt 
she ought to do about that and 
had lost the joy and kept the 
money dedicated to the Lord. But 
as the time drew near to take 
of the Lord’s Supper and she con- 
sidered the bread and wine, her 
heart was deeply condemned. At 
first she felt she could not take 
the Supper. She knew she had 
not pleased God. She felt that 
until she did what I Corinthians 
16:2 commanded, taking out from 
her own money that part that 
was the Lord’s, she would not be 
pleasing, Him. Then she cried out 
in her heart and said, “Lord 
if you will let me take this Sup- 
per this morning I promise you 
before I get out of the building 
I, will get the correct change and 
give the Lord’s: part, as I had 
promised to do.’’ She got: sweet 
peace, she took the Lord’s Sup- 
per, and before she left, got the 
proper change and left $2.70 for 
some of the Lord’s work. 

Another woman had felt deeply 
concerned about her prayer life 
and as the time drew on, in the 
service, to take the Lord’s Sup- 
per, she thought within herself, 
as she later reported to the pas- 
tor, “I am too cold, too far off 
from God, to take the Lord’s Sup- 
per and I believe that I cannot d»s 
it.’ But as the Spirit of God 
came on the audience and all of 
us felt His presence and power, 
remembering the death of Christ, 
lookig forward to His coming, 
some way all her doubts and 
trouble were swept away and she 
was constious of sweet peace in 
her heart. She found herself 
wanting to take the Lord‘s Sup- 
per and found herself happy as 
she .thought of His promised 
coming again. 


Souls Saved. 


The services had not taken long 
and an invitation was given all 
who wished to come to Christ 
and trust in Him for salvation. 
A little boy came, weeping, to 
make his public profession of 
faitr-in Christ. A woman came 
for membership in the church, 
moved by a deep emotion. 


Soon a visiting unconverted 
woman was approached by a 
Christian friend and immediateiy 
showed the deepest concern. Soon 
She had trusted the Lord and 
came down to the front to claim 
the Saviour. The tears flooded 
ner face as they did many of 
those who were already saved. 


After the service was over tlie 
pastor talked to a man unsaved, 
unhappy, who was in the service. 
He said, “I wish I could get the

6. The last element in the New Testament 
baptism is COMING UP STRAIGHTWAY OUT 
OF THE WATER to meet the smile of 4 
heavenly Father who is pleased, and to wal« 
in the joy of the Holy Spirit who fills the 
obedient Christian. So it was when Jesus was 
baptized, as we are told in Matthew 3:16,17. 


“And Jesus, when He was baptized, went 
up straightway out of the water: and, lo, 
the heavens were opened unto Him, and He 
saw the Spirit of God descending like a 
dove, and lighting upon Him: and lo a 
voice from heaven,saying, This is my b-- 
loved Son, in whom I am well pleased.”’ 
Bible baptism, then, requires (1) WATER, 


(2) MUCH WATER, (3) GOING DOWN INTO 
THE WATER, (4) A BURIAL IN THE WAT:.- 
ER, (5) RESURRECTION FROM THE WAT. 
ER, (6) COMING UP OUT OF THE WATER! 
4f you would be baptized like Jesus was, bap- 
tized as He commanded us to be when He 
said about His own baptism, “Thus it be- 
cometh us to fulfill all righteousness,’’ 
Matthew 3:15).-then plainly, dear Child of 
God, here is the way! 


THE WORD “BAPTIZE” MEANS IMMERSE 


If baptism is immersion, then why doesn’t 
the Bible plainly say immerse? It does! The 
word baptize means exactly that. The reason it 
was not translated “immerse” is that the wort 
was not translated at all' as you will see in 
the next chapter. When the King James ver- 
sion of the Bible was translated. In 1611, to 
translate the word “‘baptize,”’ giving its liter- 
al meaning, “immerse,” would have caused 
great embarrassment, and -confusion to the 
Church of England. Remember that the Epis- 
copalian church was then, and‘ is now, sup- 
ported and its ministry controlled, in England. 
by the government. So King James instructed 
the translators , in such cases, not to trans- 
late the word, but to simply spell it with 
English letters, and let it go. So ‘“‘baptizo,”’ 
the Greek word spelled with Greek letters, was 
simply spelled ‘“‘baptize’’ in  Eaglish letters. 
The word “baptize’’ was never heard of as 
an English word before that. time. There had 
been very little circulation of the scriptures 
among the common people before the King 
James translation, since scholars read the 
scriptures in Latin, or in Hebrew, or in Greek. 
When the Revised Version and other modern 
translations were made, baptism had become 
: such an issue that no inter-denominational 

group of translators could agree on how to 
translate it, so the word was left at it is,

However, the people who speak the Greek 
language know the meaning of the word and 
have always baptized by immersion, Greek or 
Orthodox Catholics have never used anything 
but immersion.

Everywhere I go, I find many earnest Christ- 
ians who are amazed to see how they have 
been misled on the matter of baptism. In a 
Louisiana town a young woman, a bank clerk. 
a devout Methodist girl, came to me and said: 
‘Brother Rice, will you give me some of the 
scriptures which teach sprinkling for baptism?

Breaking 
into tears, she ran into her room and lay 
across her bed sobbing.

kick that you people get out of 
religion.”’ His fourteen year old 
daughter was saved, gladly claim- 
ing Christ after the service was 
dismissed. Let us pray that this 
man may find the peace and joy 
he longs to have. 

Reader, suppose you open your 
Bible to I Corinthians 11:23-26 
and prayerfully meditate on the 
wonderful lessons in those four 
verses. I remind you of three 
thoughts which you may pray- 
fully develop for yourself, as the 
Holy Spirit moves on your heart 
and helps you understand the 
Word. 


Notice that the body of Jesus 
. as broken for us. It will help 
you to study carefully the suf- 
fering. of -Jesus {ust before and 
during the cucifixion. Read the 
26th and 27th chapters of Mat- 
thew which will get the whole 
matter on your heart. You will 
notice what the Bible says about 
the Garden of Gethsemane ex- 
perience when Jesus sweat great 
drops of’ blood. You will read 
about. the crown of thorns, the 
scourging, the crucifixion, the 
vinegar and gall when Jesus was 
thirsty. You will learn how the 
soldiers mocked Him and spit in 
His face and blindfolded Him 
and hit Him over the head wiih 
sticks. In econnection with this 
read the 22nd Psalm which fore- 
told hundreds of years before 
the Saviour came many of the 
exact details of the crucifixion. 
Yom will be amazed to see how 
literally were foretold the suffer- 
ings of the Saviour, the exact 
words He gave on the cross, etc. 
The 53rd chapter of Isaiah tells 
in simple words about the cruci- 
fixion of Jesus. Isaiah 50:6 
pictures how they plucked out 
the beard of Jesus and spit in His 
face and scourged Him. Isaiah 
52,14 shows that Jesus’ face was 
so " pruited and His body until 
He did not look like a man. 

These things are what are pictured 
in the broken bread of the 
Lord’s Supper. 

Next you will notice in the 
scriptures that the wine and 
grape juice (grape juice is al- 
ways called wine in the Bible) 
pictures the blood of Jesus. Jesus 
said, “This cup is the new tes- 
tament in my blood’ (1 Corin- 
thians 11:25) and ‘For this is 
my blood of the new testament, 
which is shed for many for the 
remission of sins’’ (Matthew 26:- 
28). The blood of Jesus Christ 
is the only hope that any sinner 
has for forgiveness. We are not 
saved by our good works but by 
the blood of Christ, when we 
trust Him. People are not saved 
by baptism but by the blood of 
Christ. God forgives all who 
trust in Him, on the basis that 
the blood has paid for our sins 
and they can be remitted and 
fergiven by a just God. 

The third thought you will 
find, as you study the scriptures 
is that Jesus said, 

“For as often as ye eat. this 
bread and drink this cup, ye 
do show the Lord’s death till 
He come.” —I Corinthians 
11:26. 

Till He come! The Lord’s Sup- 
per pictures that Jesus is com- 
ing! . 

Some modernists and new cults 
like Tke Sidebottom of Fort Worth 
say that the Lord’s Supper is not 
for this age, but Jesus said that 
we should do this “till he come,” 
Weare to show forth the death 
of Christ by the Lord’s Supper 
until Jesus comes to this earth. 
Certainly that proves that the 
Lord’s Supper is for this age. 

The coming of Christ is called 
“That blessed hope” of the 
Christian (Titus 2:13). The 
Lord’s prayer includes it in the 
daily prayer of the Christian 
“Thy kingdom come.” We are 
told that the coming of the Sav-

iour ought to be the constant ex- 


pectation of a Christian and 
again and again we are command- 
ed, “‘Watch therefore, for ye 
know neither the day por the 
hour wherein the Son of man 
cometh.’ So everytime a Christ- 
lan takes the Lord’s Supper he is 
commanded to remember that 
Jesus is coming. 


When we remember that Jesus 
came the first time to shed His 
blood for us and how His poor 
body was bruised and broken 
for us, our hearts leap with joy 
when we remember that He is 
coming again in glory, crowned 
with many crowns, King of kings, 
and Lord of lords. No more will 
Jesus be poverty-stricken! No 
more can it be said of Him that 
“the Son of man hath not where 
to lay His head.’ No more will 
He be ridiculed of men and the 
scoff of the scorners. The meek 
and lowly One, when He comes 
again, will be ‘“‘The Mighty One.” 

Your heart will be blessed. as 
you consider these wonderful 
thoughts from the scripture, so
